It is the aggregates which are responsible for the desired thickening action which is 
described in this application. 

If the aggregates were to be milled in a ball mill such as shown in the references cited by 
the U. S. Patent and Trademark Office, the structure of the silica aggregates would be destroyed 

and the thickening action would be severely reduced or entirely lost. 

In accordance with the present invention, we have discovered that the use of a roller 
compactor or a belt filter press for compacting the silicas does not destroy the structure of the 
siUca aggregates.
